Canadian Author Series opens its 16th season 


PORT COLBORNE — Evil 
can sometimes hit very close 

Last week, the Canadian 
Author Series opened its 
16th season at the Roselawn 
Theatre in Port Colbome. 

Kicking off the year was 
renowned Canadian journal- 

On the Farm documents her 
journey to understand the 
victims of serial killer Robert 
Pickton and their surviving 
families’ quest for justice. 

“I have never worked on 
anything in my life that means 

an emotional Cameron said in 
front of a sold-out audience. 


her political journalism and 
admits she was venturing into 
unknown territory when she 

“I had never covered a 
trial, the people I wrote about 
never went to trial,” Cameron 
said with a smile. 

“I wanted to tell the stories 
of each one of these women," 
she said. 

She talked about her experi¬ 
ences in the Downtown East 

where many of Pickton's vic¬ 
tims were from. She admitted 
that although it was an intimi- 

her understanding of the com¬ 
munity has made the area feel 
like home. Cameron’s passion 


for investigative journalism 
brought her face to face with 
police officers, former mayors 
and families of the missing 
women. 

“I became very fond of (the 
women), which you’re not 
supposed to do as a journalist,” 
said Cameron. "They called 
them 'girls’; they were our girls,” 
she said, pausing momentarily 
to regain her composure. 

Pickton is suspected to 
have killed 49 women on 
and around his farm at Port 
Coquitlam, outside Vancouver. 
The authorities found the 
forensic evidence of 26 women, 
but he was only convictedofsix 
murders. Cameron called the 
fact that he was found guilty 
of second-degree murder and 
only for the murders of so few 


“a tragedy.” 

One of the unfortunate 
women whose family will 
not see justice is Diane Rock.

“We’re so pleased with the 
way (Cameron) has told the 
story, she’s told everyone who 
these women really are,” said 
Lilliane Beaudoin, Diane's 
adopted sister. 

Beaudoin described her 
sister as someone who made 
herself "well known and well 

The Beaudoins are hoping 
to see some development in 
the ongoing struggle against 
the drug problem in the 
Downtown East Side and 
how the RCMP handle cases 
of this size in the future. 

“I hope they learn from 
the mistakes they made,” 
Beaudoin said. She thinks 
that police mentality towards 
the women of the Downtown 
East Side who are forced into 
prostitution by their drug 
addictions needs to change. 

“(The girls) are afraid of 
them. Girls like my sister who 
wanted to talk to an officer, 

Beaudoin said. 

The audience had many 
questions for Cameron after 
she finished her presenta¬ 
tion. She answered them all 
and made it clear she felt

“privileged to be able t 
this story.” 

“The stories of how 
women got into this situation 
are what I wanted to tell,” said 
Cameron. 

“None of these women 
wanted to be prostitutes — 
some of (them) ended up on 
the farm because they had 
nowhere else to go. We need 
to start taking care of these 
women and their addictions 
— that’s where the focus 
needs to be."

For the past couple of years there has been a service available at your local pharmacy 
that you may not be aware of. If you are on three or more prescription medications you 
may make an appointment with your pharmacist to discuss your medication. The phar¬ 
macist can clarify for you what your medication is for, when, and how to take it, and if 
there are any interactions between your medications and supplements. At the end of the 
appointment you receive a list of your current medications that you can bring with you to 
another health care provider, or to the hospital. 

This service is free with a valid health card. It can be difficult managing multiple 
medications and the MedsCheck program is an excellent service that can answer all your 
medication questions. 

Until recently patients had to attend the pharmacy in person to be eligible for this 
service. Ontario residents are now eligible for the MedsCheck at Home program. Patients 
can call their local pharmacy and request a pharmacist to visit their home. This program 
is typically for elderly patients not able to attend the pharmacy in person. In addition the 
pharmacist conducts an assessment summary that includes a medicine cabinet clean-up 
during the visit. The pharmacist can assess patient’s at home meds and ensure proper 
disposal of unused and/or expired medication. 

If you are concerned about how well a parent, or patient you are caring for is man¬ 
aging their medications, with their permission, you may request this service for them. 
Patients who may benefit from the program include: 

• Those who are confused or worried about their medications and may forget to 
take them. 

• People who are using blister packaging, or need additional support due to a 


• People who have been recently discharged from hospital. 

• Those who are seeing a large number of health care professionals. 

• Those experiencing literacy or language difficulties. 

• Patients having dexterity problems, impaired sight, or dementia. 

• Patients who may be at risk for medication problems due to their age or social 
circumstances. 

A third program recently made available is The MedsCheck Program for Ontarians 
living with Diabetes. This program is an annual medication review by a community phar¬ 
macist for diabetic patients that includes training on the use and disposal of diabetic sup¬ 
plies; education and advice on medication adjustments, and discussion on the impact of 
lifestyle changes. 

Patients who may benefit from the program include anyone living with type 1 or type 
2 diabetes. This MedsCheck will be conducted in the pharmacy with a pharmacist after 
scheduling an appropriate appointment time. 

These MedsCheck services provide an excellent opportunity for patients to resolve 
any medication issues. As well, the pharmacist can help patients access other services 
in the community such as the local Community Care Access Centre, Diabetes education 
Centres, and different support groups. In addition patient’s physicians will be made aware 
of the assessment and may follow up with patients regarding any outstanding issues.
